Eban sounds warning of Soviet

Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
A cal] for greater “vigilance” 
and “alertness” across the Mediter- 
ranean and Atlantic worlds towards 
Soviet penetration of the area was 
sounded by Foreign Minister Abbs 
Eban in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Facing a battery of correspondents 
for the first time since his return 
from a trip to Africa last week, 
Mr. Eban endorsed the judgement of 
US. Defence Secretary Melvin 
Geird recently, “that Soviet move- 
ments in the Mediterranean are in- 
spired not by the Arab-Israe] con- 
flict but by a general desire to 
change the international equili- 
brium.” Mr. Eban suggested that 
action to counter the Soviet threat, 
and to “correct and preserve the be- 
lance of "in the Middle 
East, would be the most suitable 
response to the “ominous” 15-year 
Soviet-Egyptian pact. 

In words which appeared to be 
aimed directly at Washington's po- 
licy-makers, the Foreign Minister 
decried the “comfortable attitude" 
to the pact, 88 though it simply 
gave ἃ “new to an ex- 
isting relationship.” He proposed in- 
stead the more “realistic” view that

‘Blast’ cause of 
Swissair crash 


BERNE (Reuter). — The chairman 
of a Swiss commission investiga- 
ting the February 22, 1970 crash 
of an Israel-bound Swissair air- 
liner said yesterday that the plane 
went down because of an explosive 
device placed in a mailbag. 

Dr. Kurt Lier said in an inter- 
view broadcast on Swiss radio that 
the explosive had been set off by 
a Japanese altimeter which had 
served as detonator. Forty-seven 
persons dled in the blast. 

Traces of the altimeter had been 
found by the inquiry team, but sone 
of the explosive itself was found 
in the wreckage of the plane, which 
crashed near the village of Wueren- 
lingen in northern Switzerland.

“Globe” editor Thomas Winship 
said Attorney-General John Mitchel} 
had requested in a telephone call 
that publication of the articles — 
which started yesterday — cease. 
“He asked if we intended to go 
ahead,” Mr. ‘Winship said. “I told 
lim that we did." He said Mr. Mit- 
hell “said most respectfully that 
they would bring injunction pro- 
ceedings” against the “Globe.” 

The “Globe” story in yesterday's 
morning editiong — which the paper 
said included hitherto unpublished 
portions of ‘the 47-volume secret 
report —- included an account of a 
high-level meeting at which a top 
U.S. officer demanded that comman- 
ders be given the freedom to use 
tactical nuclear weapons im Vietnam. 

The paper also said that Daniel 
Ellsberg, who was named last week 
ag having given the documents to 
newspapers, plans to make a state- 
ment on his part in the matter. 
Under a San Diego, California date- 
lme, the paper said it spoke to Mr. 
Elisberg through tntermediares who 
“have been in contact with him since 
he dropped out of sight last week.” 

It reported that in October, 1961, 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor advised Pres- 
ident Kennedy to order an 8,000-man 
task force on South Vietnam. “Pres- 
ident Kennedy stepped up covert 
actions against North Vietnam and 
increased the number of advisers to 
16,000 men before he was assageina- 
ted .In November of 1963," the 
“Globe" story said, but “he never 
committed a U.S. ground unit as 
Taylor recommended.

Ben-Natan raps France's 
‘lack of balance’ in M.-E.

PARIS. — French Deputy Foreign 
Minister Jean de Lipkowski's hostile 
declarations of the past week have 
Spotlighted the “lack of balance” in 
the attttude of the French Govern- 
ment on the Middle East, Israel's 
Ambassador to France, Asher Ben- 

Natan, said here Monday night. 
Speaking at the Jewish commun- 

ity centre here, Mr. Ben-Natan chal- 

lenged Mr. Lipkowski's statement —

that Egypt genuinely desires peace. 
“On what grounds can he make this 
statement,” Mr. Ben-Natan asked, 
“when one takes into account the 
warlike declarations constantly be- 
ing made in Cajro?” 

Chalienging the French dipiomat's 


remarks minimizing the economic "Ὁ ‘ 


value of the Suez Canal, Mr. Ben- 
jatan said: “This is the first time 
have heard such a thing said. I 
thought that the closure of the Canal 
was a very costly busiaess for u- 
rope.” He added that Israel’s willing" 
ness to discuss an interim settlement 
Showed its desire to advance to- 
wards peace, and that

The Egyptian Ambassador to 
Paris, Abdullah el-Erian, told a 
meeting of the French Diplomatic 
Press Association yesterday that 
the Middle East situation was ibe- 
coming “increasingly explosive,” 
and that it is now “very difficult 
to be optimistic."

One of the rockets in Beisan fell 
outside a new block of flats, just 
being completed and still vacant, 
and smashed a few windows, shut- 
ters and doors. But shrapnel also hit 
several flats In an already occupied 
block of Hats across the road, caus- 
tog light damage. 

The worst-hit apartment was that 
of the Zarmon family of six. Shrap- 
nel passed through the sliding glass 
door of the parents’ bedroom, pass- 
ing over their bed into the walls. 
and also over the beds of their 
four children. “What can you do, we 
have been tense all the time, but 
when it happened thi morning, we 
suddenly found ourselves on the 
floor." Mrs. Zarmon told me. “We 
rushed to the children’s door, pleked 
them up and ran down to the shel- 
ter. It ls a good thing that it was 
light already, because the lights in 
the shelter do not work. No bulbs,” 
she said.

However, residents of the affected 
places complained of the condition 
of their shelters, especially the lack 
of light bulbs and water taps. [ 
went down into one shelter with 
them and found it in perfect order, 
clean and disinfected. The residents 
sald that “the shelter must of course 
be kept open round: the clock” and 
“neighbouring children come and, 
steal light bulbs and taps. There 
should be a stricter watch.” 

Asked to comment, Mayor Yaacov 
Schreibaum said that “the shelters 
in Beisan are in better condition, in 
the opinion of the security experts, 
than anywhere else in the country.” 
He showed me'a month-old letter 
from the regional security authorl- 
tles certifying that a check had 
shown them to be “in excellent con- 
dition, properly cleaned sand disin- 
fected” by the contractor engaged to 
keep the shelters in order. Mr. Schrei- 
baum added that it was “impossible” 
to mount a round-the-clock guard 
on every shelter in town, though 
the contractor does keep an eye

Angel (of the Spanish and Portu- 
guse Congregation Shearith Israel) 
im “Jewish Life’ (published by the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Congre- 
ations of America). He complains 
that because of their different 
backgrounds, most Ashkenazi Jews 
have little or no understanding of 
Sephardi Jews and as a result the 
Sephardim ‘have not been fully in- 
tegrated into the American Jewish 
community and have not been able 
to make the cultural contribution 
of which they are capable. And 
since the Ashkenazim form the vast 
majority, their brand of Jewishness 
has been accepted by the general 
public ag standard. Jewish cooking 
to the Americans means gefillte fish 
and tzimmes; when politicians want 
‘to appeal to Jewish votes, it is the 
Yiddish phrase that they use. 

The old elite of American Jewry 
was Sephardi but these have been 
thinned out and only represent a 
minute percentage of the American 
Sephardim. The bulk came to the 
U.S. during this century, mostly 
from the Balkans. And it is among 
this group that the identity crisis 
ig most crucial, They were not unly 
separated from the non-Jews, but 
In their language and culture from 
the rest of the Jews. Nevertneless, 
they progressed and established 
large communities (New York, Los 
Angeles, Seattle) and various 
smaller ones, all of which became 
quite Americanized within several 
generations. But they had to main- 
tain their distinctive culture in ἰδο- 
lation. This was~feastble in the first 
generation but became increasingly 
difficult in subsequent generations 
and by now they are no longer tied 
to their heritage by the Spanish 
language or a specific neighbour- 
hood. (Visiting one of the 
gations in Los Angeles last year,

Hight countries were on Mr. 
Bban's list. They included ‘two stop- 
over visits to Kenya ahd Burundi. 
The others were the Congo-Kin- 
ghaca, Cameroun, Ghana, Ivory Coast, 
Liberia and. Sierra Leone, The se- 
lection wes from a larger poten- 
tial roster. One planned viait fell 
through at the last moment, when 
Nigeria discovered that. the sug- 
gested date was unsuitable because 
Mr, Eban would not have been able 
to see Prime Minister Yakubu Go- 
won. An alternative date for a se- 
parate visit (n August waa pro- 
posed by Lagos, and this is under 
formal consideration in Jerusalem,

‘Extreme friendship 
None of the eight countries ac- 
tually visited by Mr. Eban during 
his two-week trek matches Nigeria 
for or influence, but 581 
weigh ‘heavy in the scales of Is- 
vaeli interest In African friendship. 
On the public relations jevel, at 
least, the expressions of friendship 
elicited by the Foreign Minister 
were beyond measure, according to 
the testimony of Mr. Eban’s two 
constant travel companions, De- 
puty Director-General Ya’akov Shi- 
moni, the Ministry's chief <Afro- 
Asian Political Adviser and Bureau 
Chief David Rivlin. 

The most unusually warm recep- 
tion was reported in the two coun- 
tries where it wag least expected. 
First, Burundi, which is’ a member 
of the Security Council, but bde- 
longs to the “radical” group of left- 
leaning African states, and regular- 
ly joins as sponsor of Arab-insti- 
gated anti-Israel resolutions. The 
Israel Ambassador to’ neighbouring 
friendly Rwanda, duly outraged, 
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shot angry messages to Jerusalem, 
pleading “his” country’s case in- 
stead. The reply was that Bugum- 
bura had been fitted into Mr. 
Eban'g itinerary simply ag a re- 
fueiting stop, and a brief airport 
meeting with SBurundi's Foreign 
Minister ad been included merely 
as ἃ gesture of Israeli good will. 
As it turned out, however, Bu- 
rundi’s leaderg had thelr own ideas 
of ἃ good-will gesture. The hurried 
eirport gession was unexpectedly 
transformed into a visit to the 
Burundian Foreign Mizister's home, 
whence Mr. Eban was fetched to 
gee the President in his mansion. Was 
this merely a display of tra- 
ditional African hospitality?

But hadn't 
the time come, wondered the Ge- 
neral, with Foreign Minister Mario 
Cardoso chiming in, for Israel to 
Take good the promises made by 
the tate Prime Minister Levi Esh- 
kol, and go beyond military azsis- 
tance Into development aid? 

Democratic Ghana, Israel’s first 
partner in African development, 
was more interested in trade than 
in atd.

But it had a 
problem with its cocoa ‘butter, from 
which much of Israel's chocolate 
is made. The Cabinet of Dr. Kofi 
Busia very much wanted Mr, Eban 
to have custom duties on the pro- 
duct reduced, and purchases ta be 
made locally, in Accra, rather than 
at the London international market. 
The Ghanaians also wanted Israeli 
experts ἴὸ advise them on agri- 
cultural marketing and farm plan- 


ning. 
No assurance 


It would of course, be a folly 
to assume that such grants in aid 
ὋΣ trade could even begin to assure 
Israel of a “favourable” vote by 
Ghana, or any other African state, 
at Addis Ababa, or any other place. 
For one thing, Israel's nratertal 
bounty, however, attractive in qua- 
lity, is monumentally insignificant 
in volume. 

There is ΒΓ a country in 
Africa that ts not on the recefving 
end of several foreign aid pro- 
grammes by a number of major 
powers — and even these powers 
are often unable to use their as- 
sistance to better politica] purpose 
than checkmating each other.

He had been the godfather 
of Cameroun’s emergence from 
colonial tutelage to independence 
back in 1959, and hed helped steer 
that country’s admission to the 
UN, under President Ahmadu Ahid- 
jo against the designs of clandes- 
tine Opposition leader Felix Mou- 
mie. 


During his African tour, Mr. Ebar 
heard an explanation from his old 
friend, President Ahidjo. Cameroun, 
he sald, could not fail to back any 
move aimed at achieving peace. 
Cameroun grestly preferred mode- 
rate expression of these sentiments, 
‘put if the Arabs managed to sharp- 
en it, Cameroun would still, however 
reluctantly, go along. 

President Ahidjo’s Middie East 
policy turned out to be related to 
many extraneous considerations, 
wholly unaffected by Israel's ac- 
tual actions, Besides establishing 
diplomatic relations with Communist 
China, President Ahidjo had recently 
made increasing efforts at rap- 
prochement with the Soviets and 
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Post Diplomatic Correspondent Ya'acov Reuel 
analyses the reasons behind Africa’s ambiva- 
lent attitude toward Israel — erratic on the 
international front and warm on the bilateral 
level — and assesses the results of Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban’s recent visit to the continent. 


Cordiality in Africa. Ghana’s Foreign Minister William Ofori Aita was 
overcome with emotion when Mr. Eban presented him with a Bible 


from the Holy Land during their meeting. 


the Arabs. This was related in large 
measure to an alleged revolutionary 
plot by followers of the late Dr. 
Moumie. The President had also 
broken violently with the leaders of 
some neighbouring French-speaking 
republics, known friends of Israel, 
whom he had accused of joining 
with his internal enemies. 

On many counts, then, Came- 
roun was an exception, The leaders 
of nearly all the other African 
countries visited by Mr. Eban prov- 
ed to be, in varying degrees, sus- 
Picious of the Russians, hostile to- 
ward the Communist Chinese and 
wary of the Arabs. They lstened 
approvingly to Mr, Eban’s standard 
exposition on the need for secure 
and recognized boundaries under an 
Arab-Israel peace treaty, and to 
the need for a balance of ad- 
vantages in any partial accord for 
the reopening of the Suez. They 
agreed that the 15-year Soviet- 
Egyptian pact could prove ἃ se- 
rious threat to African indepen- 
cence. They thought that the OAU 
snould place its full weight on the 
side of Middle East peace, but that 
it ought not to try to dictate 
peace terms to the parties. And 
they pledged not to support any 
anti-Israeli move in Addis Ababa. 

Some of them went much far- 
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ther, Liberia's President William 
Tubman greeted Mr, Eban with the 
assurance that “our friendship is 
a long-standing and lasting one." 
Ivory Coast's President Felix Hou- 
phouet-Boigny counselled Israel to 
stay strong in order to be able to 
withstand Soviet and Arab pressure. 

The Issue of Israel's relations 
with South Africa was never 
brought up by the Africans. The 
W-fated contribution of 1110,000 
worth of blankets and medicines 
to the OAU‘s Liberation Funds was 
made by officials in the Foreign 
Ministry in mid-May supposedly to 
help Mr, Eban’s mission. However, 
according to the Foreign Minister, 
this wags done without his Know- 
ledge and apparently excited no 
one south of the Sahara, but the 
South Africans. 

Whether as a result of the Af- 
tiean’s rift over South Africa, or 
thanks to Mr, Ehban's efforts, and 


those of Israel's “lobbyists” in 
Addis, the OAU's Foreign Minis- 
ters conference ended without

HONG KONG (ANS). — 
HE market value of Chinese 
snuff bottles here has soared 
following the wensational sale of a 
collection in London last week for 
$65,000. 

Glass and enamel snuff bottles 
af recent vintage have risen more 
than 20 per cent, Older ones of a 
hundred years or more have gone 
up by as much as 40 per cent. 

Snuff bottles have become very 
popular in Hong Kong in the past 
five years and art collectors have 
been publicising the pleasure and 
profitability of collecting them, In 
the Colony’s maze of curio shops, 
collectors have been buying the 
bottles indiscriminately, immediate- 


Many col- 
lectors — with more money than 
knowledge of snuff bottles —have 
been fooled by cheap fakes.
